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Leaders in Congress to Oppose Decrease in 
Army and Navy Personnel ae 


Interviews Granted to E. B. Johns, Washington Correspondent, Army and Navy Journal 


HE: day after President Harding 
issued a call for the arms parley 
there was a demgnd among the paci- 
fists and near pacifists in Congress 
for a reduction in the strength of the Army 
and the Navy. It was insisted by this ele- 
ment in Congress that, as an expression 
of good faith, there should be an immedi- 
ate reduction in appropriations for the 
Army and Navy. This policy of drastic 
economy was extended to the National 
Guard and to appropriations for the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, the Naval Reserve 
Force and all of the training activities of 
the Army and Navy. 

But with the progress of the conference 
there have been indications of a reaction, 
not only in Congress but throughout the 
country. The Hughes program was ac- 
knowledged by the most extreme pacifists 
as liberal and more than was expected 
from the American delegation to the con- 
ference. It was expected that the other 
nations would respond without equivoca- 
tion and accept the American proposals 
just as they have been made to the con- 
ference. While the representatives of 
other nations have declared that they have 
accepted the proposals in principle, it has 
become apparent that in working: out the 
details the delegates from other nations 
have contested every point and have in 
effect attempted to destroy some of the 
vital principles of the Hughes program. 

The position of France as to the strength 
of its army has removed land defenses 
from the subject to be considered at the 
parley. No other nation has advanced 
any suggestion for a reduction in the land 
forces of the world. This has made the 
position of those who were insisting upon 
a further reduction in the strength of our 
Army untenable. There will be some ef- 
fort in Congress to keep down the appro- 
priations for the Army, National. Guard, 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and cit- 
izens’ training camps and other military 
training activities, but both Chairman 
Wadsworth and Chairman Kahn will 
strongly oppose any reduction below the 
estimates that have been submitted in the 
budget. Furthermore, they will make ef- 
forts to secure some increases over the 
estima tes. 


Question of Navy Personnel 


The real contest wili come over the per- 
sonnel of the Navy. The little Navy mem- 
bers of the Senate and House refuse to 
recognize that by the decreases in the ap- 
propriations the personnel of the Navy 
has been reduced to a point at which it is 
not of sufficient strength to properly man 
the Navy authorized under the Hughes 
Program. It is contended at the Navy 
Department that the tonnage of the active 
ships in the fleet at present is not equal 
te that in the Hughes program. The sup- 
porters of the Navy will insist that the 
fleet that is authorized by the arms par- 
ley should be fully manned and kept up 
to the highest state of efficiency. 

Among those who take this view of the 
naval situation is Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge, the Republican leader of the Sen- 
ate, and one of the American delegates at 
the Arms Conference. The Senator, who 
it is understood was assigned by the Aimer-

mittees in both houses, Senator Lodge and others. 








ican delegation to work out the naval pro- 
gram in co-operation with the Navy De- 
partment, will be pre-eminently qualified 
to discuss naval legislation in connection 
with the agreement before the Senate. It 
is believed that he will wield a powerful 
influence when naval legislation comes up 
in the Senate, on account of his intimate 
acquaintance with the inside workings of 
the conference. 


For Adequate Personnel 


“Tt is my understanding,” said Senator 
Lodge, in discussing naval affairs, “that 
we will fully man and keep in commission 
the ships that have been agreed to by the 
conference. With the reduction in the 
appropriation for new construction it oc- 
curs to me that Congress can be a little 
more liberal in legislating for naval per- 
sonnel. I have not studied the needs of 
naval personnel, but have been giving my 
attention: to ships. I am told that we 
have not now sufficient personnel for the 
program which we expect to secure from 
the conference, and if this is true, of 
course, there should be no further reduc- 
tion. .Of course, I am talking only for 
myself in this matter.” 

Similar views are held by other mem- 
bers of the Senate and House who have 
in the past been supporters of an adequate 
Navy. Barly in the discussion of the sub- 
ject Senator Poindexter, the ranking Re- 
publican of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, committed himself to an 
adequate personnel for the manning of the 
ships ‘on the Hughes program, and is pre- 
paring to resist any reduction. On the 
other hand, Senator Poindexter insists 
that there should be more liberal appro- 
priations for naval personnel, so that 
there will be an adequate force to man 
the fleet. 

“With the strength of our Navy fixed 
by the Arms Conference,” he said, “Con- 
gress should devote itself to providing an 
adequate and an efficient personnel for the 
fleet. Other nations will keep up the 
strength of a corps of officers and enlisted 
men, and to maintain the agreement of 
the conference we should do the same. We 


might as well sacrifice our ratio in num- 
ber of ships if they are not fully manned.” 

Representative Fred A. Britten of Illi- 
nois, the ranking member of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, who, in his 
eagerness to support the Administration 
in calling the arms parley, introduced a 
resolution for the immediate stopping of 
construction, takes a similar position with 
regard to personnel. He insists upon an 
adequate force to man the fleet. 

“Because of the reduction in the tonnage 
of the fleet,” said Mr. Britten, “it is very 
important to fully man the fleet of a war 
basis. The personnel and the material of 
the fleet should be kept up to the highest 
neint of efficiency. If this is not done our 
Navy will be only a secondary one despite 
its equal tonnage with England. Con- 
gress will be deceiving the people if it 
does not provide an efficient and an ade- 
quate personnel to man the fleet.. By the 
agreement of a 50-50 tonnage with Great 
Britain there will be a popular assump- 
tion that we have as strong a Navy as 
any other nation, while without personnel 
the fleet will not be as strong as the agree- 
ment indicates,” 


Stronger Land Force Demanded 


Both Chairman Wadsworth of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs and 
Chairman Kahn of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs. insist that the pro- 
ceedings.of the Arms Conference have em- 
phasized the importance of maintaining 
even a stronger land force than the United 
States has at present. They do not believe 
that anything has occurred at the confer- 
ence that calls for a reduction of the 
Army, but argue that Congress should be 
more liberal with its appropriations for 
the Army, National Guard and other parts 
of the Army of the United States. 

“No attempt was made at the Arms 
Conferenee to deal with land defenses,” 
said Chairman Wadsworth. “France, in 
effect, politely but firmly indicated that 
she would withdraw if an attempt were 
made to reduce her army. Every nation 
has locally a different problem to solve in 


fixing the strength of land defenses, and 
the unofficial discussion of the spbject in- 
dicated that it would be almost impossi- 
ble to reach an international agreement on 
land armaments. ; 

“Of course, we have gone further than 
any other nation in the number 
of men under arms. Our 
is at minimum strength, and under our 
Reorganization act the President and See- 
retary Weeks are attempting to build. 
with voluntary enlistments, a citinent? 
army at minimum expense. ‘To further 
reduce the strength of the 
and not.to provide the necessary funds for 
the developments of the National Guard, 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and the conducting 
of the citizens’ training camps would, be 
the height of folly.

“The tenacity with which the delegates 
of other nations at the Arms Conferehee 
cling to their plans for fixing the strength 
of their sea and land defenses ought to be 
an object lesson to our people. I fear that 
the people in other countries. have taken 
the lessons of the war more seriously than 
we have,” a 


Our Army Rednced Too Far 


Chairman Kahn declares that we have 
gone too far in the reduction of our Army. 
He calls attention to the comparative 
strength of the land forées of the United 
States with other nations and insists that 
we have gone further in disarming than 
has Germany. 

“We have reduced the Army,” said Mr. 
Kahn, “below a strength which any other 
nation at the arms parley would dream 
of suggesting even if it were decided to 
totally disarm on land. In disarming Ger- 
many the Allies fixed the strength of the 
German army at 100,000. I am informed 
that Germany is carrying out the terms 
of the Versailles treaty by counting only 
combatant treops,while.in our Army esti- 
mates we include the staff and supply de- 
partments. If this is true, the United 
States, with more than 110,000,000 
lation, has fewer rifles in her 
Army than has Germany with a popula- 
tion of less than half of the United States. 

“It will also be noted that. the Allies 
insisted that Germany should abolish all 
forms of universal in ti 
peace. We have also com with this 
disarmament feature of the . Versailles 
treaty. The members of the 2 Cog 
sions with whom I have discussed srb- 
ject have expressed surprise at the length 
to which this country has gone in 
ing its Army and weakening its land de- 
fenses. I cannot see how anyore can give 
serious thought to a suggestion for a fur- 
ther reduction in the Regular Army.

ern or Chinese question. The Conference 
has been broadening its scope so rapidly 
that one or more treaties may be added to 
this list before it concludes. An ordinar- 
ily informative debate upon so many sub- 
jects will consume weeks, and unless the 
opposition is of the most perfunctory char- 
acter the time for the consideration of the 
treaty will be extended into months. The 
Senate will have before it a four-power 
pact which will come up as four separate 
treaties and it may be more than four 
months before the Senate acts thereon. 
This would postpone the consideration of 
the naval estimates until near the close of 
the fiscal year, June 30, if Representative 
Kelley adheres to his original announce- 


ment. 

Ratification of the treaties with votes to 
spare is claimed by the Administration 
leaders. And these claims appear to be 
based on a careful canvass of the Senate. 
It will require a two-thirds vote, but the 
present indications are that the treaties 


will be ratified by a seven-eighths or even 
a nine-tenths vote. Almost as much was 
claimed for the League of Nations cove- 
nant when it was brought home from Eu- 
rope. At least, the opposition was not 
taken seriously by the Wilson administra- 
tion. Polls taken at that time indicated 
that the League of Nations covenant had 
more than a two-thirds vote, but before 
the Senate got through discussing the Ver- 
sailles treaty it was rejected. 

There is no concealing the fact that the 
supporters and promoters of the Confer- 
ence are anxious lest history should re- 
peat itself. President Harding insists 
that there is a basic difference between 
the League of Nations covenant and the 
four-power pact. The work of the Con- 
ference, it is asserted, is proceeding along 
entirely different lines and the agreements 
reached will not involve this country in 
any entangling alliances.

DESIGNS FOR NEW OVERCOAT 
FOR ARMY TO BE SUBMITTED. 


The Quartermaster General has been 
instructed to submit two types of officers’ 
overcoats to the General Staff for ap- 
proval. One type resembles the present 
overcoat, but will have high standing col- 
lar with shoulder straps; the other will 
have a collar that can be buttoned up to 
form a high standing collar or rolled back 
to form a low collar. It is planned to 
make a standard length, for the ovércoat, 
of four inches below the knee. The gen- 
eral appearance of the new garment is to 
be distinctively American, and it is said it 
will be very smart in appearance. It will 
be some time before there will be any de- 
cision on the matter and after any design 
is approved officers will be permitted to 
wear out their present coats. 


NAVAL RATIO CONSIDERED 
BY ARMS CONFERENCE. 


At the Conference for the Limitation of 
Armaments and Far Eastern Affairs the 
French delegation announced its intention 
of making their acceptance of the 1.75 
naval ratio, for their capital ships, condi- 
tional upon what they regard as a fair 
allotment of so-called “defensive” vessels. 
It is understood. France is to ask for a 
tcnnage of 300,000 for auxiliary’ craft, 
light cruisers, torpedoboat destroyers and 
other surface craft and a tonnage of 
60,000 for submarines. The resent 
I'rench submarine tonnage is 42,949. 

It was announced on Dec. 21 that the 
British delegation had formally asked for 
a plenary session, when the time came for 
the discussion of submarines in order 
that they might make their plea for the 
abolition of such vessels, but it was later 
stated that this action would not be fol- 
lowed and that submarine discussion 
would be in secret committee until defi- 
nite decisions are arrived at. The dele- 
gation indicated that if France is to. be 
allowed a strong submarine fleet Great 
Britain may ask a free hand in building 
auxiliary craft intended to fight subma- 
rines, or even the entire abandonment of 
restrictions .on submarine construction. 
On Dee. -16 the British delegation had 
asked for the abolition of submarines.

The Italian delegation say Italy wishes 
its fleet to equal that of France in ton- 


nage. 

President Harding on Dec. 20 said that 
in his view the islands of Japan did not 
come within the purview of the four- 
Power Pacific treaty, but later said that 
as the American delegates held a contrary 
view he would not object to their con- 
struction. 

The Chinese and Japanese broke off 
negotiations on the subject of Shantung. 
Both delegations asked instructions from 
their governments. 


MARCH AND TRAINING 
WORK OF 51ST ART., U.S.A.

SECRETARY OF WAR EXTENDS 
GREETINGS TO THE SERVICE. 


The Secretary of War has extended the 
following holiday greetings to the Ser- 
vices : 

“To the Army of the United States— 
Regular Army, National Guard, Organ- 
ized Reserves—I extend best wishes for 
a Merry Christmas and a Happy New 
Year. 

“This year has been critical and im- 
portant. The transformation of the ele- 
ments of our National Defense from a war 
to a peace basis has been completed. The 
Regular Army has undergone a ‘trying re- 
duction. Stringent measures of economy 
have been successfully effected. 

“The foundation of our National De- 
fense has been laid in accordance with a 
definite military policy—the first in the 
history of our Government. The citizens’ 
training camps of last summer were a 
success. Real progress has been made in 
rebuilding the National Guard. The or- 
gunization of the Reserves is well under 


way. 

“The New Year promises much con- 
structive work in the development of the 
Army of the United States. All of its 
members are performing their duties en- 
thusiastically. The spirit of co-operation 
between the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves is growing 
with encouraging rapidity. 

“Veterans of the World War are ear- 
nestly assisting in the reorangization of 
their old divisions. Young men, who were 
ineligible because of their youth for ser- 
viee during the present emergency, are 
recognizing their responsibilities under 
the National Defense act.” 


6TH ENGINEERS COAT OF ARMS 
IS OFFICIALLY APPROVED. 


The War Department has approved a 
coat of arms for the 6th U.S. Engineers 
which is unique and significant of the regi- 
ment’s history. Its description in heraldic 


terms is as follows: 

Shield: Sable, an anchor debruised by 
two oars, saltirewise, between in fess two 
increscents, all argent; on a chief of the 
last a pale, wavy gules bearing a seven- 
pointed mullet or. Pendant from the es- 
cutcheon a French Croix de Guerre with 
palm proper. Crest: On a wreath of the 
colors, within a garland of oak, fructed, 
argent, a dexter arm embowed, proper, 
grasping an arrow, fesswise of the first. 
Motto: “Clairs Chenes N’oubliez Jamais” 
(“The Cleared Oaks Never Forget them’’). 

All of which means that the 6th Engi- 
neers was organized in 1917 by expansion 
of Cos. C and D of the 1st Engineers, that 
regiment having been organized in 1916 
from the 1st Battalion of Engineers formed 
in 1901 out of Cos. A (1846), B (1861) 
and E (1861) of the former 1st Battalion. 
The parent member of this regiment saw 
service with General Scott (the crescents 
are the General’s coat of arms) and in 
the Civil War. The anchor and oars was 
a badge of the Engineers and pontoniers 
of the Army of the Potomac. The wavy 
red pale on the upper part of the shield 
recalls the Marne, which the regiment 
bridged, and the seven-pointed star, from 
the cap badge of the Austrialians, recalls 
the co-operation on the Amiens front 
while fighting with the British forces. 

The crest is a silver oak wreath to rep- 
resent the capture of Clairs Chenes (the 
cleared oaks) woods, Oct. 20, 1918, dur- 
ing the Argonne drive. The Infantry, 
which had attacked the strong points, had 
been repulsd and Capt. C. D. Harris, U.S. 
A., son of The Adjutant General of the 
Army, led a portion of the 6th as Infan- 
try against the objective and he was mor- 
tally wounded. The device within the 
wreath, an arm grasping an arrow, was 
the young officer’s crest. 


BRIG. GEN. MOSELEY TO BE 
ASSIGNED NEW DUTIES. 


Brig. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, Gen: 
Staff, U.S.A., will probably be relieved 
from duty with the Director of the 
Budget about Jan. 1. By that time the 
work that he has been assigned to with 
the budget organization will have en 
completed, and General Moseley will be 
assigned to duty with the Army. Under 
Brig. Gen. Charles G. Dawes, Director of 
the Budget, General Moseley has taken no 
small part in the creation of the new or- 
ganization of the finances of the Govern- 
ment. 


SAILING U.S.A.T. BUFORD 
POSTPONED TILL JAN. 10. 


The War Department announces that 
the sailing of the United States Army 
transport Buford from San Francisco for 
Honolulu has been postponed from Dec. 
20 to Jan. 10. It is believed that the War 
Department issued the order so that those 
sailing on the Buford could spend the holi- 
days with their families.

Report of Operations 
of U. S. Coast Guard 


Commandant, Commo. W. E. Reynolds, 
US. Coast Guard, in his report for the 
fseal year ending June 30, 1921, states 
that the value of the vessels assisted dur- 
the year amounts to $66,260,445, exceed- 
ing the previous year’s figures by $780,740. 
The number of persons on board vessels 
assisted was 14,013, exceeding the previ- 
cus year’s figures by 5,586. The number 
of person saved or rescued from positions 
of peril was 1, ; 

During the year the Service agencies 
rendered assistance upon 2,788 occasions, 
1933 of which were of material impor- 
tunce, resulting in the saving of life or 
property, or both. The Coast Guard avia- 
tion station at Morehead City, N.C., per- 
formed various services, including two air- 
plane trips carrying a physician a dis- 
tance Of over sixty miles to attend per- 
sons in need of medical aid. 


Promotion is 


In dealing with the stagnation in pro 
getion in commissioned grades Commo- 
jore Reynolds says: 

“The last annual register of the Coast 
Guard (Jan. 1, 1921), shows the line offi- 
ce: at the head of the list of permanent 
lieutenant commanders to be 58 years of 
age, With 35 years of service, and the 
junior officer in that grade to be 46 years 
of age, with 23 years of service. It shows 
the engineer officer at the head of the list 
of permanent lieutenant commanders (en- 
gineering) to be 58 years of age, with 35 
years of service, and the junior officer in 
that grade to be 54 years of age, with 26 
years of serviee. The grade of lieutenant 
emmander in the Coast Guard corre- 
sponds to that of lieutenant commander in 
the Navy and major in the Army. 

“Young men of the proper caliber and 
the necessary qualifications can not be 
expected to enter a service where the mode 
of living and the hardships and the separa- 
tions from family confronting them are 
just as onerous as in the Army or in the 
Navy when they see how limited are the 
opportunities for promotion that the Coast 
Guard ean offer them. They cannot be 
expected to enter the Service under such 
conditions, and they are not entering it. 
There are 65 vacancies in the commis- 
sioned ranks. 

“Commissioned line and engineer officers 
are appointed from cadets and cadet en- 
gineers, and great difficulty is experienced 
in securing young men of the necessary 
attainments for appointment to those 
grades. In the examination held in Janu- 
ary of this fiscal year, not a single cadet 
or cadet engineer was obtained, and in the 
last examination, held in June, only one 
cadet and two cadet engineers were se- 
cured, although both examinations were 
advertised as widely as was practicable. 


Bill May Aid Officers. 


Slow. 


“A bill is now pending 
which, without increasing the number of 
commissioned officers now authorized by 
law, is intended, by certain readjustments 
f officers in the various grades, to bring 
about a just and reasonable flow of pro- 
motion. The bill has received the ap- 
preval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
ond it is earnestly hoped that this meas- 
ure will soon be enacted into law, and 
thus remedy the present unsatisfactory 
eendition affecting the commissioned per- 
sonnel,”” 

Commodore Reynolds says that the en- 
listed personnel is becoming more stable, 
and that those who are entering the Ser- 
vice are doing so apparently with the pur- 
pose of making it their life work. 

Considerable progress was made during 
the year so far as available funds would 
permit, in repairing, improving, and re- 
habilitating the floating equipment which 
ivring the World War suffered more or 
less detoriation. 


US. DESTROYER GRAHAM 
RAMMED BY MERCHANT SHIP. 


The U.S. destroyer Graham, Comdr. 
William F. Amsden, U.S.N., in command, 
was rammed by the steamship Panama, of 
the Panama Railroad Steamship Line, on 
the evening of Dec. 16, while off Sea Girt, 
NJ. William P. Kelley, a seaman of the 
Graham, died at the naval hospital, New 
York Navy Yard, the following day as the 
result of burns and other injuries. Six 
other members of the crew were hurt but 
bot seriously. Responsibility for the ac- 
tident is disclaimed by the commanders of 
both ships. The Graham was bound for 
New London, Conn., and the Panama 
from the Canal Zone for New York. 

At a naval board of inquiry, held at 
the New York Navy Yard on Dec. 19 and 
om several days following, and of which 
Capt. Charles F. Preston, U.S.N., com- 
handing the U.S.S. Maryland, was presi- 
dent, Ens. Richard 8. Morse, U.S.N., deck 
ificer of the Graham at the time of the 
accident, testified that the Panama blew 
one blast and at the same time her red 
light showed. The collision followed a 
few moments later, although the Graham 
tried to swing clear of the merchant ship. 
When Captain Amsden, who was below, 
Was called to the deck, he heard the Gra- 

m give three blasts. No lights were to 
be seen on the Panama. In a few mo-

ments the destroyer was struck by the 
latter vessel. 

Captain Oakley, of the Panama, placed 
the blame for the collision on the de- 
stroyer. The bow of the steamship cut 
throngh the side of the Graham, just aft 
of the bow, flooding one of the engine 
rvoms and also a fireroom. The destroyer 
was towed to the New York Navy Yard 
later by two Government tugs. 


CREW OF U.S. SUBMARINE S8-48 
NARROWLY ESCAPE DEATH. 


Lieut. Comdr. Walter 8. Haas, U.S.N., 
Lieut. Francis A. Smith, U.S.N., and 
three enlisted men of the Navy, J. O. Aus- 
tin, formerly a lieutenant in the Navy, 
and thirty-seven other civilians, employees 
of the Lake Submarine Boat Co. of Bridge- 
port, Conn., narrowly escaped losing their 
lives on Dec. 7 when Submarine §-48, 
which had been built for the Navy and 
was undergoing her final test, being bound 
for ‘New London, almost sank in Long 
Island Sound, off Bridgeport, as the re- 
sult of water entering through a manhole, 
the seawater reaching the electric bat- 
teries and generating chlorine gas. 

The water-tight compartments were 
closed soon enough to enable the occu- 
pants of the vessel to reach a forward 
compartment, the door of which was just 
closed in time. The bow of the boat pro- 
jected about seven feet out of water, while 
the rest of the hull sank at an angel of 
about thirty-five degrees. As much pig 
iron ballast as was possible .was shipped 
overboard through the tube of the sound- 
ing machine. 

Peter Dunne, a civilian, made his way to 
the surface through a torpedo tube and by 
means of mattresses sent up to him, which 
he set on fire, attracted the attention of a 
passing tugboat and the entire crew was 
saved, after the submarine had been sub- 
merged nearly twelve hours. The Navy 
officers and men, suffering from the ef- 
fects of the gas, were sent to the hospital 
at the New York Navy Yard, where it 
was said they would recover. Arrange- 
ments were made by the Lake Torpedo 
Boat Co. to salvage the submarine. The 
vessel is ninety-eight per cent. completed 
and was soon to be turned over to the 
Navy. 


SUBMARINE §-48, SUNK 
OFF BRIDGEPORT, SALVAGED. 
The submarine S-48, which sank on 
Dec. 7 off Bridgeport, Conn.; while on a 
final trial trip, was salvaged on Dec. 20 
by the Lake Torpedo Boat Company and 


towed to Bridgeport. The craft is to be 
ready for another trial in two months. 


ANNUAL REPORT, CHIEF OF 
BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 


Other than renewing the recommenda- 


| tions of last year, Rear Admiral Thomas

Washington, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, in his report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1921, asks no new 
personnel legislation. Chief among the 
recommendations is a request that legisla- 
tion be enacted relative to the retirement 
of staff officers in the grade of commodore. 
It 1s the desire cf the bureau that the 
law be extended to line officers as well as 
to staff officers, or be repealed. : 

The bureau is also interested in a num- 
ber of the recommendations affecting en- 
listed men. The most importan: provides 
that enlisted men who accepted commis- 
sions in the Reserve Foree may re-enlist 
without losing credit for former scrvice. 
Assurances have come from the Llouse 
Committee on Naval Affairs that this leg- 
islation will be enacted during the present 
session. 


REVISION OF NAVY UNIFORM 
REGULATIONS BEFORE BOARD. 


With the convening of the Naval Uni- 
form Board at the operating base, Hamp- 
ton Roads, Va., of which Rear Admiral 
Hugh Rodman, U.S.N., is senior member, 
the task of revising the uniform regulations 
will be undertaken. Rear Admiral Philip 
Andrews, U.S.N., and Capt. R. Z. John- 
ston, U.S.N., commanding officer of the 
naval station at Hampton Roads, are the 
other members of the board. 

The board not only is arixious to hear 
from officers in the Service, but will give 
hearings to naval tailors and equipment 
concerns. The importance of the subject 
is indicated by the personnel of the board. 

Since the 1913 issue of the Uniform 
Regulations and its last revision as of 
Jan. 15, 1917, there have been thirty-three 
changes in the regulations. This is the 
cause of much confusion. To clarify this 
and to bring the corrections up to date, it 
is recognized will be quite an undertaking. 

It is emphasized that the board has no 
intention of changing the present uniform. 
Changes in uniform at this time would be 
a real hardship to the Service and the 
Navy Department wishes its economy pol- 
icy to apply to the personal expenses of 
the officers as well as to the cost of main- 
taining the Navy, The only subject that 
will be before the board will be the regu- 
lations. 
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US. LIGHT CRUISER CONCORD 
LAUNCHED AT PHILADELPHIA. 


The U.S. light cruiser Concord was 


launehed at the yards of the Messrs. 
Cramp and Sons at Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 
15. Miss Helen Bagley Buttrick, of Con- 
cord, Mass., christened the vessel. The 
Concord has a length over all of 555 feet 
6 inches and her estimated speed on trial 
at a displacement of 7,500 tons is 33.7. 
She is one of ten sister ships and will be 
equipped with Parsons turbine engines, 
which will give an estimated shaft horse- 
power on trial of 90,000. Her electric 
turbo-generating sets of 125 volts will be 
supplied by Messrs. Westinghouse. The 
main battery of the Concord will consist 
of twelve 6-inch guns, two of which will 
be mounted in a turret forward, two in a 
turret aft and eight guns will be placed in 
.single mounts on the levels. The keel of 
the vesse: was laid on March 29, 1920. 


NAVAL RESERVE LEGISLATION 
NOT READY FOR REPORT. 


The delay in submitting the report of 
the Board on Naval Reserve legislation, 
of which Rear Admiral Thomas Washing- 
ton, U.S.N., is president, is said to be due 
to the features dealing with Class 1 of 
the Fleet Reserves. This includes the six- 
teen and twenty-year men who are now 
drawing retainer pay and who have not 
been demobilized. 

As was indicated in the hearings on the 
readjustment of pay, there is opposition 
in Congress to the continuation of this 
class of Reserves. Chairman Wadsworth 
and several of the members of the joint 
cemmittee expressed the belief that the 
retainer pay of. this class of Reservists 
was too large and that it should be dis- 
continued. It is understood that consid- 
erable pressure has been brought to bear 
on the Navy Department from Capitol 
Hill in favor of demobilizing Class 1 of 
the Fleet Reserve. 

The suggestion has resulted in a spir- 
ited controversy in the Navy Department. 
Roth the Secretary of the Navy and Rear 
Admiral Washington, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, have accorded hearings to 
the representatives of the Fleet Reservists. 
Chief Petty Officer White, U.S.N., has 
submitted an extended brief on the sub- 
ject, and it is stated that the Secretary 
is giving the entire subject a great deal 
of thought. 

The fact that men re-enlisted with the 
understanding that they would have an 
epportunity to enter the Fleet Reserve 
with the retainer pay, is being empha- 
sized. To demobilize this class, it is 
argued, would be an injustice to the mem- 
bers of the Fleet Reserve, and would de- 
prive the Navy of the service, in time of 
war, of a class of highly trained men. 

In Congress there is a sentiment that 
the pay of Naval Reservists should go to 
officers and men who are serving on mer- 
chant ships.

At the same time it is reported 
that war has broken out between the re- 
actionary Vladivostok government and the 
Far Eastern Republic. The former is un- 
doubtedly acting at the instigation of Ja- 
pan and will receive Japanese military 
support. 

These several movements all a to 
be designed to exert pressure on 
Eastern Republic with a view te indue- 
ing it to accede to Japanese demands ‘at 
the Dairen conference and thus prevent 
ing the Siberian issue from being brought 
up at the Washington conference. 

Japan has thus far successfully blocked 
all efforts which would result:in @ preme- 
ture presentation of the Siberian ques- 
tion at the latter conference. It “be 
presumed that a successful outcome of the 
paises contrence, WP sores the iesue 
rom coming up a taky, the 
attacks of the reactionaries in Bikone as 
the basis of a’call to arms in Russia. In 
an address to the Red army he declared 
that “the remnants of Kolchak’s army are 
now in the Japanese service and have at- 
tacked us in the Far Hast because the 
Japanese are unwilling to surrender the 
‘Siberian coast of which they have abso- 
lute control. The onslaught is connected 
with similar attacks on our territory by 
Poland, Rumania and Finland. Be ready 
for war.” 

Chang-Tso-lin’s threat of a Mazrchurian 
secession appears to have had the desired 
effect on the Peking government, which 
has resigned, giving way to a eabinet 
largely under his control. The net result 
of this cabinet change is a temporary tni- 
fication of the various warring factions in 
China which will enable them to present 
a more or less united front in the Wash- 
ington conference.

MARTIN BOMBER MAKES RECORD. 


Equipped with superchargers and with 
Lieut. Willard S. Wade as pilot, the latest 
Martin bomber type of ship on Dec. 7 
climbed to an altitude of 21,000 feet, 


carrving four passengers but no bomb 
load. Due to a lack of oxygen the ob- 
srver was overcome. 

On Dec. 8 the Martin bomber, equipped 
with superchargers and with Lieutenant 
Wade as pilot, climbed to an altitude of 
25.600 feet until the gasoline supply was 
exhausted. In switching the gasoline tank 
to the emergency, it was found that the 
latter was frozen so it was necessary to 
discontinue the climb. The personnel, 
however, suffered no ill effects as there 
was a sufficient supply of oxygen. It is 
estimated that the ship can go to approxi- 
mately 28,000 feet. 

The authorities at McCook Field, Day- 
ten, io, from which these tests have 
been conducted, believe that the results 
which have been obtained are of the great- 
est importance in connection with the 
future of bombing airplanes. The record 
made on Dec. 7, it is believed, is a world’s 
altitude record for two-motored airplanes.

“It has been found, in operating the 
Browning aircraft machine gun, Model 
1918 MI, as a free gun,” says a letter 
from the Chief of Air Service, U.S.A., 
dated Dec. 6, 1921, “that it is necessary to 
leave the trigger motor on the gun. If 
this is not done, the extractor cam plunger 
occassionally enters the trigger motor slot 
in the side plate and causes a malfunction. 

“It has also been found that some of 
the cocking levers have been breaking and 
upon investigation of one of these it was 
fuund that the tempering is too hard. It 
is not known, at this time, if all cocking 
levers in service are too hard, and, there- 
fore any. information on troubles of this 
character should be forwarded to the office 
of the Chief of Air Service, in order that 
proper. correction may be made, if nec- 
essary.”

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TRANSPORTATION FUNDS RELEASED. 


With the passage of the Deficiency bill 
by Congress permitting the transfer of 
funds so that they can be used for the 
transportation of arms and equipment for 
the National Guard the bloc in the prog- 
yess of organizing the National Guard will 
pe temporarily removed. Owing to the 
jack of transportation funds a number of 
units have been without uniforms and 
equipment. There were sufficient National 
Guard funds in the treasury for this pur- 
pose, but they had been appropriated under 
other heads. Under the policy of the bud- 
get administration the War Department 
could not expend these funds for trans- 

rtation. There was also a deficit in the 
funds for the transportation of officers and 
eplisted men who were detailed to instruct 
the National Guard, which greatly retard- 
ed its organization and training. 

Even with the funds that are made 
available by the passage of the Deficiency 
pill the War Department will not be able 
to act aS fully as it desires in perfecting 
the organization of the Guard. It is un- 
derstood that the applications for the or- 
ganization of a number of units in the 
Northwest are being held up for the lack 
of funds. Aside from this the report is 
current that the word has been quietly 
passed out to the state authorities to go 
slow in the organization of the National 
Guard units till after the next fiscal year. 

A study of the situation indicates that 
the last Army budget, as’ allowed by Con- 
gress, treated the National Guard about 
as roughly as it did the Regular Army. 
The appropriations made by Congress 
were in round figures $2,500,000 less than 
the previous year, when the strength of 
the Guard was about 122,000. It is now 
approaching 136,000, and if its strength 
is not checked before the end of the fiscal 
year it will reach 140,000. How the state 
authorities can maintain the National 
Guard even at its present strength on the 
amount appropriated by Congress is puz- 
wing those who are interested. 

It is stated that there will be no funds 
for National Guard officers’ schools and a 
great many other activities which were 
planned for spring and the early summer, 
and that it will be necessary to wait untii 
the next appropriation by Congress, or 
after the beginning of the fiscal year in 
July, before the many activities planned 
can be carried out. It is understood that 
this situation was discussed at the meeting 
of the Adjutants General Association, but 
the committee on resolutions refrained 
from reporting out anything upon the as- 
surances that the War Department and 
Congress would take care of the National 
Guard in this session.

COL. WARD, N.¥.N.G., ADVANCED. 


Adjutant General Kincaid of New York 
announced on Dec. 20 the appointment of 
Col. Franklin Wilmer Ward, chief of staff, 
27th Division, N.Y.N.G., to be a briga- 
dier general of the line, and his assign- 
ment to command the 53d Infantry Bri- 
gade, comprising the 105th Infantry with 


headquarters at Troy, N.Y., and the 106th 
Infantry of Brooklyn, N.Y. He_ succeeds 
Brig. Gen. T. W. Lester, assigned to com- 
mand the division during the temporary 
absence of Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan. 

General Ward was in command of the 
latter regiment during a portion of its 
service in France and received the D.S.M. 
for exceptionally meritorious and _distin- 
guished service and courage, Oct. 17, 1918, 
as acting chief of staff of the 27th Divi- 
sion and later as commander of the 106th 
Infantry in the vicinity of the La Selle 
river and Arbre Guernon in the Somme 
offensive. 

The new brigadier general is well known 
in military circles throughout the country. 
He has just completed a tour of duty of 
nearly two years on the War Department 
General Staff in Washington, having been 
one of the original Reserve and National 
Guard officers assigned to that duty un- 
der the National Defense act. 

General Ward originally enlisted in 
1888 and served in every grade from pri- 
vate to brigadier. When Gen. John F. 
O’Ryan was commissioned major general 
in 1912 one of his first staff appointments 
was General Ward, then a major, as ad- 
jutant general of the division. He later 
served as assistant chief of staff of the 
6th Division on the Mexican border under 
Brig. Gen. Harry H. Bandholtz, U.S.A., 
then colonel and chief of staff of the 6th 
Division. 

For his service in the World War Gen- 
eral Ward received the decoration of Offi- 
cer of the French. Legion of Honor and 
the Belgian Croix de Guerre’ with palm. 
He has written many military papers and 
is the co-author with Brig. Gen. Frank T. 
Hines, U.S.A., of the Service of Coast 
Artillery, a text-book with a wide circula- 
tion in the Army. 





MAJOR GEN. MARCH OUTLINES 
NEEDS FOR NATIONAL SECURITY. 


Universal military training, applica- 
tion of the draft system in future emer- 
gencies, and a minimum strength of 200,- 
000 men for the Regular Army are the 
outstanding features of the Chief of Staff's 
report, submitted by Major Gen. Peyton 
C. Mareh, U.S.A, As the report covers 
the period when General March was Chief 
of Staff, it was prepared and signed by 
him. 

General March stands pat on his recom- 
mendations to Congress, although they 
were not followed in the Army Reorgan- 
zation act. 

_“The new law,” said General March, in 
discussing the Reorganization act, “pro- 
vided for a Regular Army of 280,000 men 
and approximately 17,700 officers, and 
placed upon the War Department the re- 
sponsibility of organizing the military 
establishment so as to be prepared for 
war. The act did not provide for univer- 
sal military training nor for the applica- 
tion of the draft system in future emer- 
gencies—two things essential for the se 
curity of a country with so small an armed 
force. However, it did afford a definite 
basis for proceeding with the reorganiza- 
tion of the Army.” 


Shows Need of Army. 


In giving his reason why 200,000 en- 
listed men should be the minimum for the 
Regular Army, General March said: 

“The Regular Army is a body of pro- 
fessional soldiers maintained in time of 
peace for the purpose of insuring prepara- 
tion for war. That is the reason for the 
existence of the Regular Army and that 
is its great mission. A careful considera- 
tion of the Regular Army’s place and 
functions in the national defense scheme 
indicates clearly and unmistakably that 
any reduction below 200,000 enlisted men 
(exclusive of Philippine Scouts) will di- 
minish very largely the national protec- 
tion provided for the United States by its 
military defense system. I desire to em- 
phasize my profound conviction that 200,- 
000 is the lowest enlisted strength of the 
Regular Army which will provide even an 
approximation te an effective first line ot 
defense. 

“In order that it may be clearly under- 
stood that the number 200,000 is no mean- 
ingless figure, arrived at arbitrarily, it is 
desired to analyze the organization of the 
Regular Army and show what an Army 
of 200,000 provides and what fundamental 
weakening of the fighting efficiency of our 
Army will occur if the enlisted strength 
be reduced ‘below that figure. 

“For this purpose I have divided the 
total enlisted personnel in the Army into 
the following component groups: (a) 
Overseas garrisons; (0b) coast defense; 
(c) school troops; (d) staff departments ; 
(e) air service; (f) technical troops; 
(g) cavalry; (4) combat units.” 


Tests Minimum Forces. 


The General fixes 40,000 enlisted men 
as the minimum for the overseas force in 
addition to Coast Artillery troops and the 
native troops in the Philippine Islands. 
He allots 10,000 enlisted men to the Coast 
defenses. For school detachments and 
men to assist in training the National 
Guard, Organized Reserves and the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps he would 
use 14,000, For staff departments and 
other overhead units he would employ 48Uv,- 

Eleven thousand five hundred men 
is the minimum which he thinks should be 
allotted to the Air Service. He declares 
that the World War had demonstrated 
the importance of* technical troops, and 
he would use for this purpose 10,000, 
which includes the Signal Corps and 
Chemical Warfare Service personnel. His 
contention is that 12,500 enlisted men in 
the Cavalry are needed for the Mexican 
border. 

These organizations absorb 140,000 of 
the proposed Regular Army. He says “we 
must have at least four combat divisions 
in the United States. From the stand- 
point of geography, these divisions should 
be ‘located: One on the Pacific coast, one 
on the Mexican border, one in the Middle 
West and one on the Atlantic coast. This 
is the irreducible minimum. ‘Three should 
be peace-strength divisions, but it is very 
desirable that one division should be a 
war-strength division. 


For Local Emergencies. 


“In addition to four divisions, there 
should be, in view of the great extent of 
our country, a very few small combat or- 
ganization placed centrally in important 
sections of the country so as to provide 
Federal forces for serious local emergen- 
cies of whatever nature. 

“For four divisions and the few other 
essential combat units not organized in 
divisions about 60,000 enlisted men will 
be required. Thus the minimum st 
of the Regular Army possible te Insure an 
adequate national defense in return for 
the taxpayers’ money is 200,000 men. 
Four combat. divisions can be maintained 
if 200,000 enlisted men be authorized for 
the Army. They can not be maintainea 
on a lesser strength unless hurtful cuts be 
made in some of the essential components, 
such as the staff corps, school troops, Air 
Service, etc. The foreign service garri- 
sons cannot be reduced.” 








Fire in Battle 
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AEMOR PIERCING TESTS. 


During the past month tests have been 
conducted by the Ordnance Department at 
the Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md., ef new 
types of .30 caliber armor piercing ammov- 
nition. Three types of bullets were tested, 
two of which have been in use for severa) 
years, namely, the .30 caliber armor pierc- 
ing ammunition, Model of 1917, the 
standard ammunition for testing light ar- 
mor plate. The third type is a rather long 
bullet with hardened steel core, having a 
sharp ogive conforming in general to 
ogive of the Service. ammunition. 
this bullet showed some remarkable fea- 
tures, it was found that the long pcint was 
not entirely satisfactory. In consequence 
of this it is expected that ment will 
be continued and that even a pew 
type of armor piereing ammunition wil) be 
evolved which will be superior to anything 
that has heretofore been available. 





AUTOMATIC RIFLE FPIBING B.0.T.C. 


The Adjutant General of the Army, 
Majer Gen. P. C. Harris; has directed that 
Par. 28, page 18, of War Department 
Document 1011, G-3, be amended to read 
that students of the R.O.T.C. who qualify 
in record practice with the automatic rifle 
will receive insignia but not pay. This ac 
tion is necessary due to the drastic cuts 
in appropriations by in al) 
branches of the Government. The hope 
is expressed at the War Department, how- 
ever, that this provision will be but a tem- 
porary measure, and the students are urged 
to continue their efforts in this direction. 





CIVILIAN MARKSMANSHIP. 


Assistant Secretary of War J. Mayhew 
Wainwright, in his aunual report for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1921, has the 
following concerning civilian marksmap- 
ship: . 

“At present there are 1,075 active civi)- 
ian rifle clubs which have bonds on file in 
this office and which have received issues 
of rifles and other supplies. In addition, 
there are a number of clubs which are ac- 
tive but have never requested of 
supplies. During the year 316 new clubs 
have been organized and have filed bonds. 
while 293 clubs have either purchased or 
turned in the supplies in their 0D 
and their bonds have been cancelled. 

“Both the American Legion and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars have been quite 
active in the organization of rifle cla 
Two hundred schools have been issued 
arms and ammunition by the Director of 
Civilian Marksmanship under the act of 
April 27, 1914. These schools consist of 
public high schools, colleges and private 
military schools which, in most cases, have 
not the necessary qualifications ~ the 
establishment of Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps units. 

“Twenty thousand obsolete rifles; such 
as the Springfield, caliber 45, and the 
Krag, or model , have been issued to 
schools, and arrangements are being made 
to sell these rifles at a low price to those 
schools that desire to purchase them. A 
considerable number of clubs have taken 
advantage of the authority granted Ts

Committee Visits War Department. 


Many important and beneficial changes 
in the operation and administration of 
Red, White and Blue training camps are 
expected as the result of the visit to Wash- 
ington on Dec. 15 of a committee repre- 
senting the Military Training Camps As- 
scciation of the United States with head- 
quarters at New York city, and which 
consisted of Cols. Horace C. Stebbins and 
Grenville Clark, Lieut. Cols. A: G. 
Thacher and Arthur F. Cosby and Major 
C. EB. Williams, all O.R.C. 

A conference, which was invited by the 
War Department, was held between the 
committee and Brig. Gen. William Lassi- 
ter, U.S.A., Assistant Chief of Staff, and 
other officers. The suggestions were fa- 
vorably received by General Lassiter and 
the ofhcers associated with him. Most of 
them were accepted in spirit and v few 
reserved for further study and considera- 
tion by the department. ‘The committee 
met Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., and 
Majo: Gen. James G. Harbord, U.S.A., 
Deputy Chief of Staff, at luncheon. 

The most important changes suggested 
were those concerning the changes in age 
limits from sixteen to seventeen years for 
the Red course, and then raising it con- 
secutively through the White and Blue 
courses; the systematizing of recruiting 
well in advance of the opening of camps; 
the inoculation of its before admit- 
tance to camp and the occupation of 
camps by battalions segregated ages. 

Creating Enthusiasm. 

In a memorandum to the department the 

committee, before entering into details, em- 


phasized a point it regards as fundam-ntal, 
which is that the training camps should 








always be so managed that the candidates 
will finish with keen enthusiasm abont 
the camp itself, the Army and with a firm 
intention to return, not only themselves, 
but to bring their friends. Continuing 
the memorandum says: “The candidates 
should come out enthusiastic boosters. 
The camps are volunteer camps. Their 
very life, and certainly their future suc- 
cess and growth, depends wholly upon the 
camps being successful and satisfactory to 
those attending. Such a spirit cannot be 
obtained through trying to make a sol- 
dier in thirty days, but it can be done 
through laying a foundation of interest in 
matters military. There should be plenty 
of healthy recreation and exercise, coupled 
with proper discipline. In other words, 
the entire spirit of the camp should be 
one of buoyant enthusiasm. 

“We emphasize this because these camps 
are still in their infancy as a part of our 
military policy and many officers who will 
in future be connected with them should 
be instructed as to this essential funda- 
mental principle.” 

Concerning training programs and train- 
ing schedules it was recommended that a 
model training schedule, based upon the 
experience of last summer, be prepared 
for the information of all corps area com- 
manders, such schedule to help in attain- 
ing the purposes expressed in the pream- 
ble of the memorandum. 

The memorandum says: “The question 
of future camps is one for careful consid- 
eration. In this connection it is strongly 
urged that wherever possible they be held 
near water, giving candidates an oppor- 
tunity for swimming. Further, that camps 
be not held too near large cities. 

‘We are in favor of continuing the 
present system of three one-month camps, 
Red, White and Blue, as we believe this 
is all that, for the present at least, the 
country will approve. The suggestion 
that an extra number of camps be held is 
not considered expedient.” 

It was recommended that the age lim- 
its for the Red course be seventeen to 
twenty-five. “We believe this meets with 
the practically unanimous approval of 
camp commandants and is reinforced by 
reports of our visiting committees.” It 
was also recommended that the certificate 
now required from “school master, clergy- 
man, priest or rabbi’? be amended by add- 
ing “officer or ex-officer of the United 
States Army, Navy or Reserve Corps.” 


Change in Age Limit. 


A recommendation was made that the 
age limits for the White course be 
changed to eighteen to twenty-six; that 
graduates of the 1921 Red course be eligi- 
ble tor the 1922 White course, irrespec- 
tive of age; and that membership in the 
Organized Reserves be not required to 
make graduates of the Red course eligible 
for the White course. 

Consideration of this was strenuously 
urged. In every single camp visited anx- 
ious inquiries were made by officers in au- 
thority, and also candidates, as to what is 
to be the future of the young men taking 
the Red Course this year who are debarred 
from going to the White camp next year. 
It was said, according to present regula- 
tions, a year, or even two years, may lapse 
before a young man, having completed the 
Red course, is permitted entrance into a 
White camp. “The idea of the course is a 
progressive one. This delay tends to kill a 
young man’s enthusiasm. We believe this 
practical recommendation to be crucial for 
the success of future camps.” 

‘As to the eligibility of members of the 
Organized Reserves for entrance into a 
White camp, reference was made to the 
note under Section 18. 

It was recommended that the age limit 
of the Blue course be nineteen to twenty- 
seven for graduates of the Red and White 
camps, graduates of the 1921 Red course, 
who have completed a White camp course, 
to be eligible irrespective of age. The 
memorandum added: “This, again, we 
consider fundamental and most important. 
We realize an officer under present regu- 
lations cannot be commissioned under 
twenty-one. We suggest that graduates 
of the Blue course, who have completed 
satisfactorily their work and have been 
declared eligible for a commission in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, but who are un- 
der twenty-one, be given certificates of 
eligibility for such commission upon reach- 
ing twenty-one and passing the required 
physical examination.” As to the eligi- 
bility of members of the Organized Re- 
serves for entrance into a Blue camp, ref- 
erence was made to note under Section 18. 


Progressive Courses Proposed. 


Men with previous military experience, 
it was recommended, be eligible to the Red, 
White or Blue courses. The plan sug- 
gested by the association contemplates 

rogressive Red, White and Blue courses 
for citizens without previous military 
training, with age limits of seventeen to 
twenty-five, eighteen to twenty-six and 
nineteen to twenty-seven, respectively. 
Members of the Organized Reserves, as 
well as those who have had previous mili- 





tary training, and especially veterang of 
the war, should be handled separately ag 
to requirements for admission. All sugh 
applications should be considered on the 
merits of each individual case as to the 
camp (Red, White or Blue) for which the 
individual is eligible; that the age limit 
be thirty-five, and that each corps areg 
commander be instructed to appoint a com. 
mittee for such purpose. 

Recommendation was made that Sec, 
first paragraph, be amended to make it 
mandatory that all accepted candidates 
for the camps have the regular anti-ty. 
phoid, paratyphoid prophylaxis and vacei- 
nation against smallpox given them before 
arrival at camp. The opinion on this mat. 
ter was unanimous in every camp. Ip 
the Southern camps especially not only 
was valuable time lost in giving this treat. 
ment after the candidates entered, but it 
created fevers, causing considerable num- 
bers to go to hospital. Where no regular 
medical officers are available to adminis. 
ter such treatment prior to arrival at 
camp ,the Military Training Camps Asgo- 
ciation will make every effort to have this 
done by Reserve Corps medical officers or 
local physicians, free of charge. 

Provisions should be made, the memo- 
randum continued, to the end that corree 
tive physical training for minor defects 
be provided in all camps for applicants 
who have been accepted as candidates and 
require the same. 

Also that schools of instruction be held 
in advance of the opening of each train- 
ing camp for the benefit of officer person- 
nel, in order to insure uniformity of train- 
ing. With the expectation of a three-fold 
increase in the camps in 1922, and the ex- 
pectation of further increases in the fu- 
ture, it is realized that the question of offi- 
cer personnel as instructors is a very seri- 
ous one. It is suggested, therefore, that 
three Regular officers be attached to each 
battalion in an advisory capacity, and 


that the battalion be officered by officers- 


of the Reserve Corps. This will give Re 
serve Corps officers active duty 


troops. 
Selecting Reserve Officers. 


Some careful systematic system of se- 
lection of Reserve Corps officers is neces- 
sary.' It is suggested that the Reserve 
divisions, now being organized, make ree 
ommendations to the corps area command- 
ers in this matter. These men know per- 
sonally the Reserve Corps officers in their 
territory and are intensely interested in 
the success of these camps as feeders for 
their divisions. 

It was recommended that all printed ap- 
plication blanks, circulars. of information, 
posters, ete., be printed in quantity and 
delivered to corps area commanders prior 
to April 1, the recruiting campaign to 
close June 1, and that final selection of 
candidates be made and the candidates no- 
tified as of that date. Also, that candi- 
dates be selected, first, according to the 
quota system, based upon the geographi- 
cal population in each corps area, so as to 
insure a fair representation throughout 
the area covered by the camp, and second- 
ly, that preference be given to priority of 
applications. 

The organization of battalions, it was 
recommended, be according to age, and 
that segregating younger men from older 
men be made mandatory. In all camps 
where this was done last summer it was 
most satisfactory, both to the officer per- 
sonnel and the candidates themselves. 

On the subject of discipline the memo 
randum says: “The application of this 
section has presented much comment and 
many points of difference. The section is 
admirable as stated in the Regulations. 
There were, however, marked differences 
in its application. In this connection we 
again draw attention to the preamble of 
this memorandum, bearing upon this mat 
ter, as ‘exceedingly important.” 

Recomméndation was made that lec 
tures concerning patriotism, military his- 
tory and war experiences, particularly, be 
given at suitable times through short stim- 
ulating addresses, and that compulsory 
movie films be not given and those given 
be free of charge. 


Physical Training. 


Physical training was strongly urged. 
the memorandum observing that “physical 
training has the country’s unanimous ap 
proval. It is a matter which appeals enor 
nicusly to parents, a matter which means 
much to the future of the country and to 
the physical improvement of its youth. 
The possibilities of physical training were 
shown by Colonel Koehler’s visits to last 
summer’s camps. Colonel Koehler it 
structed entire camps for a period of forty- 
five minutes, or even an hour, the men fol- 
lowing him with rare enthusiasm.” It 
was recommended that instructors espe 
cially qualified and trained be detailed for 
this purpose. : 

That retreat especially, wherever posst 
ble, be made mandatory, and that cere 
monies be made a definite part of the 
training program, was the closing recom 
mendation.

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Services Need Civilian Support 


HE recent manifestations of public 

T ents towards the Army and 

Navy are disturbing and puzzling. 

These National Services have done 
pothing to justify such hostility. At the 
ere they are as loyally American, as 
public spirited, as high minded, as they 
gere at the crest of their popularity 
prought on by the war wave of patriotism. 

No reasonable cause can be ascribed to 
the seeming revulsion of public opinion 
against them. Apparently there are many 
gndercurrents of powerful propaganda at 
york to discredit and emasculate the Na- 
tional Services; no other satisfactory ex- 
planation of the present conditions can be 
advanced. 

If this is true the Services will be un- 
sble to counter it alone. The public will 
have to come to the rescue of its Army 
ad its Navy against such unmanly at- 
iacks if the nation is to have competent 
bands and brains to defend it in the 
future. 

We are witnessing a great international 
(Conference for the Limitation of Arma- 
ments, called by our own President. It is 
an American idea and conforms with the 
joicy of the Administration in office, 
presenting a great majority of the Amer- 
ican people. 

Support the Government 

From the beginning of our Government 
the Army and the Navy have supported 
the policies of our country, and the poli- 
ties of the Government. That has always 


Been clearly recognized by both Services 


ss their primary function. Never has 
there even been a shadow of suspicion 
sgainst them otherwise. There is none at 
present. On the contrary, it was to the 
Navy that the task was given to deter- 
nine the basis upon which the Navy was 
to be limited in accordance with the gen- 
aal policy of the Government. 

Months of laborious study and analysis 
were devoted by naval officers to this 
qestion. Alternative proposals radically 
reducing the Navy were drawn up and 
aplained to the non-technical American 
wnferees. One of these was accepted and 
proposed by Mr. Hughes to the confer- 
wee representing the nations with whom 
ur Navy is likely to be called upon to 
meet in combat. All of these immedi- 
itely accepted the proposals in principle. 

Can any element of self-seeking or 
other reprehensible act or intention be dis- 
cvered in this, on the part of the Navy? 
Certainly not. 

Yet there was undoubted enmity to the 
Navy in the intolerant and threatening 
attacks by Representative Madden upon 
nayal officers while they were testifying 
before his committee. 

Senator Watson vented his spite against 
the Army by trying to bulldoze publicly, 
and threatening to slap the face of, a per- 
feetly comported young American citizen 
whose only offense was to be dressed in 
the uniform of the American Army. Rep- 
resentative Kelley and others in Congress 
seek the slightest occasion to advocate 
virtual abolition of naval personnel. 


Press Easily Swayed 

Not many months ago such behavior 
would have meant political suicide. The 
press of the country would have been in 
an uproar. To-day it is silent, except to 
headline possibilities of reductioh that 
would effectually nullify the diplomatic 
efforts of Mr. Hughes in behalf of Ameri- 
t@, and that have no sound basis in 
reason. 

Some American papers have staffs un- 
able to discuss naval and military ques- 
ticns intelligently, or to interpret such 
matters correctly. They fall an easy prey, 
tot only to insidious foreign propaganda, 
but also to misguided pacifists and other 
unpractical minded dreamers and idealists. 

The Services need the immediate sup- 
port of the straight thinking, red blooded 
civilians who form the real backbone of 
this country, however inarticulate they 
may be in printer’s ink. As they have 





been always, the Services are still sub- 
servient to the country’s best interest. 

They do not seek to swell themselves 
beyond the national needs for economy, or 
contrary to business demands, or in ex- 
cess of an international agreement for the 
limitation of armaments. Their aims are 
limited by a technical estimate of the re- 
quirements of national security, They 
contend that adequate reserves of officers 
and men are indispensable; and that the 
Regular Services should not be reduced in 
the number of personnel below that needed 
to prevent serious deterioration of the 
material, and to prevent adequate oppor- 
tunities for technical training. 


Navy Now Lacks Men 


Due to excessive reductions by. Congress 
last year, it is already operating on a 
seventy per cent, basis of ordinary peace 
complements for a Navy slightly smaller 
than Mr. Hughes’s allowances. 

Further drastic reductions will prohibit 
proper opportunity for naval training, and 
render it difficult even to keep the ships 
in working condition. The Hughes ratio 
would in fact become 3-5-3, American 
opinion would neyer have supported Mr. 
Hughes in such a ratio. Will it support 
the pacifists in bringing about such a 
ratio through personnel reductions? It 
will not if the honest and intelligent civil- 
ians of the country exert their influence. 

‘After all, it is the civilians of America 
who must decide whether or not we are to 
have an adequate Army and Navy. 
Tirough the vote and in other ways their 
assistance is urgently needed at present to 
save their military and naval services 
from the pernicious effects of propaganda. 


Business Heads at Conference 


HE American is probably not ex- 

! celled as a business man. He un- 

derstands readily enough that when 

business men sit around a direc- 
tors’ table or engage in any other confer- 
ence sentiment must be secondary to busi- 
ness necessities. 

A careful perusal of the press and a 
summary of many conversations cannot 
but lead to the conclusion that when it 
comes to the discussion of the various del- 
egates to the Arms Conference, the aver- 
age American believes that they are gov- 
erned by sentiment, or should be. If a 
delegate proposes something which pleases 
the sentimental American point of view 
he is excellent. If, on the other hand, 
something to the contrary is proposed 
there is an immediate outcry. 

There seems to be a complete failure to 
grasp the fact that the various delegates 
are men engaged in the business of trying 
to come to a general agreement with each 
other without sacrificing anything vital to 
the national security of their respective 
countries, in the same way that a number 
of business men drawing up an agreement 
for their respective firms must do so with- 
out sacrificing the financial security of 
these firms. 

In the same manner each delegate wishes 
to make the best possible bargain for his 
country. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Hughes, 
Mr. Root and Mr. Lodge, who of course 
thoroughly understand the situation, are 
frequently embarrassed when not actually 
hindered in their work by the outeries of 
approval or condemnation based on senti- 
ment, not on understanding, with which 
various sections of our press and people 
greet the proposals of the various delega- 
tions, not some of the time, but all of the 
time. 





The suggestion that came from Wash- 
irgton that Germany be invited to par- 
ticipate in the final phases of the Con- 
ference on the Limitation of Armaments, 
was received by the French delegation 
with about as much enthusiasm as the 
German front line used to receive an un- 
usually heavy American shell attack in 
the World War. 


Navies for Defense 


HAT each of the great powers should 

! have a navy adequate for defensive 
purposés, yet too weak to warrant 
aggressive warfare against any of 

the others, is advanced in many quarters 
as a cardinal purpose of the Conference 
in fixing upon the ratio of naval strengths. 
To some extent this has been accomplished 
by the 5-5-3 ratio; with certain important 


exceptions due to the superior overseas - 


base facilities of Great Britain and Japan. 
The demands of France for a ratio of 3 is 
in general accord with such a purpose. 
The requirement that the French ratio 
shall not exceed 1.7 results in nullifying 
France’s ability to defend herself properly 
against possible British or Japanese ag- 
gression. Had 3 been agreed upon for 
France, Italy would have needed a ratio 
of about 2, plus a liberal allowance of sub- 
marine and air strength for defense against 
French aggression. 

England’s great world-wide system of 
naval bases enables her to exert almost 
the full strength of her fleet in any impor- 
tant quarter of the seven seas. Only 
close to our home bases, on either coast, 
including both sides of the Panama Canal, 
could we count ourselves free from Brit- 
ish aggression in case of war. . Every- 
where else on the broad~oceans, except 
within a radius of about 2,000 miles from 
Hawaii, and the same radius from the 
Pacific side of the Canal, Great Britain 
is supreme. We could not be successful in 
naval aggression against any part of the 
British Empire, excepting a few small 
islands in the Caribbean, because our lack 
of bases reduces materially the degree of 
naval effort we could make elsewhere. The 
combination of British ships and bases in 
the Orient make Britain master of Japan. 
Japan is secure against the aggression of 
any nation in the Orient except Britain. 
Our lack of bases prevents us from exert- 
ing sufficient power there to menace her. 
On the contrary, Japan has the ability to 
be aggressive against the Philippines, a 
country comparable in many respects with 
Japan, 


France Exposed in Orient 


With a ratio of 1.7 the French posses- 
sions in the Orient are exposed to Japa- 
nese aggression. 

These are the important exceptions in 
the 5-5-3 triangle to the supposed plan 
that each nation should be strong enough 
for defense, yet too weak for aggression. 

A similar purpose applied to Frahce 
would have required a ratio of 3 at the 
very least. Certainly she would need that 
much for defense against the naval effort 
we could exert, either in the Atlantic or 
the Orient, and against the possible aggres- 
sions of Japan in the Orient. In examin- 
ing the opportunities which England, with 
her ratio of 5 in ships and a strong sys- 
tem of bases, dominating French positions 
everywhere, it is manifest that 3 for the 
French navy would have been purely a 
defensive navy. Even with this ratio, sub- 
marines and aircraft would have been an 
indispensable adjunct. With the agreed 
ratio of 1.7 these weapons become all the 
more important. The latter would facili- 
tate to some extent the very important 
French communication across the Mediter- 
ranean to northern Africa, though they 
could not ensure such communication reg- 
ularly. They would partially free the ac- 
cess to French ports over a small radius, 
and they could hamper the freedom of ac- 
cess to British ports.. Yet submarines 
and aircraft in French hands céuld not 
cut off Great Britain from her sea commu- 
nications so seriously as to nullify Brit- 
ish sea power or to cause her capitulation. 

Insofar as the possibilities of British 
aggression are concerned, Italy needs less 
sea power than France, since she ig fur- 
ther removed from the British Isles, and 
moreover has a more compact naval posi- 
tion, as compared with the French posi- 
tion facing twe seas and with widely flung 
colonial possessions. Italy’s interests are 


confined almost exclusively to the Medi- 
terranean, and while her position there is 
exposed, yet her command of the Adriatic 
offers a strong defensive position for the 
Italian navy. In defensive’ operations 
there would be no occasion for Italy to 
embark on enterprises so distant as French 
Cochin-China, for example. Long distance 
naval effort inherently requires more 
strength than operations close _to home 
bases, 

Italy would need submarines and air 
power for defense against French aggres- 
sion, just as France would need them 
against Britain. Without such adjuncts 
to surface power it would be too simple a 
matter for the Premeh fleet to lay waste 
the great Italian cities near the coasts. 

A possible alliance between France and 
Italy could not be used aggressively against 
Great Britain. Their total strength wuold 
sum up considerably less than the British 
5, because of the inherent weakness of all 
alliances, and also on account of Britain’s 
superior base ‘facilities and better geo- 
graphical position. 


The Naval Reserve 
T= necessity of virtually abolishing 





the existing organizations of Re- 


serve officers of the Navy several . 


months ago, owing to lack of ap- 
propriations, was greatly deplored at the 
time by the entire Regular Navy, and ali 
those interested in its welfare. Yet the 
event was not without its compensations, 
chief among which are the opportunity 
for reconstruction of the Naval Reserve 
Force on a more useful basis than existed 
previously, and the healthy demonstration 
of unselfish loyalty to the country and the 
Navy on the part of a large majority of 
the Reserve officers which was precipi- 
tated by the incident. 

There is no doubt thkt the late organi- 
zation contained a disproportionate share 
of Reserve officers of little or no sea ex- 
perience and of narrow technical qualifi- 
cations. It was uneconomical of funds 
and time to retain them on the pay rolls 
and to endeavor to make practical _sea- 
going officers of them by short and infre- 
quent periods of training. 

The Navy’s great need is for Reserve 
officers who are-competent to stand watch 
at sea, on deck or in the engine room, and 
to lead men when engaged in gunnery and 
other interior ship exercises. We need 
such reserves not only to fill up the gaps 
that exist already in the officer comple- 
ments of the ships comprising the present 
Navy, but also to man the great number 
of auxiliary craft that must be added hast- 
ily in the event of war. Of course, in war 
time there is always an urgent need also 
for certain specialists in many lines on 
shore, but this is secondary to the greater 
and more compelling requirements at séa, 
which are difficult to meet. The shore 
billets are easily filled without the expe- 
dient of retainer pay during long periods 
of peace. 

The sudden and generally unexpected 
shortage of funds which necessitated cut- 
ting off all retainer pay and practically 
abolishing the Reserves ag such, in a few 
individual cases resulted in antagonism 
towards the Navy, and in political press- 
ure for special favor. 

Patriotism Brought Out 

It was at least some gain out of the mis- 
fortune to learn the identity of those of 
such spirit. But the great body of the 
Reserves appreciated the Navy’s power-

ARMY PROMOTION LIST. 


To THE Epiror: 

I noticed in your issue of Nov. 26 two 
articles, ome headed “Army Promotion 
board” and signed “Only a Captain,” the 
other, “Plea for Young Officers” and 
signed “A Captain Under Thirty Years of 
Age.” 


This much cussed and discussed ques- 


tion is a chronic subject with some offi- 


cers who will argue about any old thing 
and take either side. They have gotten 
on the nerves of officers who are willing 
to let the law take its course, leaving 
changes that may be necessary to higher 


authority. 

It is all right, if one wants to make 
himself a “busy-body,” to talk and sub- 
— for consideration provided per- 

remarks are left out. When one re- 
sorts to statements aceredited to the offi- 
cer who signs himself “Only a Captain,” 
it must be noted that such uncalled for 
and obviously un ul assertions cast 
m upon the Service. Such out- 
landish statements coming from an old 
soldier should be regarded with grave 
concern. 

No man with a settled mind would have 
= “I believe they (the emergency offi- 
cers) can be divided into two general 
classes—first, men who did not have the 
necessary qualifications for a commis- 
sidned officer before the war, but were leg- 
islated in during 1920; second, ex-emer- 
geney officers who have failed to make 
good in civil life.” Statements of this 
kind add to the contention of the officers 
who came into the Regular Service under 
the act of June 4, 1920, that these young 
men are not yet qualified to take their 
place in keeping with the present arrange- 
ment of the promotion list. 

The Reorganization act, when providing 
for arrangement on the promotion list, 
specifically mentioned captains and lieu- 
tenants appointed since April 6, 1921. 
Our friend, “Only a Captain,” overlooks 
the fact, or refrains from mentioning, that 
he was appointed a second lieutenant at 
the same time as the officers who he would 
have the public to believe are outcasts and 
far below par were commissioned captains 
and majors. And, too, he doesn’t say a 
word about the War Department order 
issued during the First cers’ Training 
Camp period in 1917, giving candidates at 
the camps who were over twenty-one and 
less than twenty-five years of age 
armed with high school diplomas their 
choice of accepting a commission as sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Regular Service, 
there and then, or of waiting to the end 
of the training period and thereby com- 
peting for a higher grade in the Reserve 
Corps. And further, he failed to state 
that about eighty-five per cent. of the 
school boys of his class took the latter 
alternative and that, having failed to get 
more than a second lieutenancy, the order 
being still in effect, accept the same 
rank with the Regular Bstablishment. 

Since this chap is arguing his own side 
of the case, we cannot blame him for fail- 
ure to mention that the officers who were 
commissioned captains and majors at the 
finish of the First Officers’ Training Camp 
period were all men many years his or 
ae therefore not amenable to the draft 
jaws. 

When considering service of long dura- 
tion it is right and proper to take notice 
of men who have had many years’ com- 
missioned service. 

e t rank and age of the younger 
soldiers will enable retirement in the high- 
est grades and at the same time prevent 
much older and more able men from ever 
reaching the grade of major.

Dozens of us old non-coms. (some of 
the warrant officer’s grade 
in that capacity) 
and ambitious, served as 
officers through the war just ended, as 
well as through qupeies in Cuba, the 

pines and M , commanded men 
in action and served as officers in the 
peace-time Army from one to two years 
thereafter, were refused commissions be- 
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tion in technical subjects for which occa- 
sion would rarely ever arise to apply the 
knowledge demanded, unless we were on 
some technical duty or on staff duty that 
requires the best informed commissioned 
personnel, and for this there is always a 
special class of officers available. 

There are yet many vacancies for offi- 
cers; so why not let one or two bars down 
for a class of men that served with credit, 
are capable, loyal and who have filled the 
place with a punch and can do it again? 
Tf it is required, then, that we have more 
education, give us the same chance that is 
given civilians who have never yet entered 
the Service, but who are sent to West 
Point. Send us to school a year or so; 
then, if we do not make good, let us out. 
We then would have no grounds for believ- 
ing we had been discriminated against. 

This voices the confidential sentiment of 
every ex-officer of the old school type whom 
I have ever heard speak on this subject, 
and I am sure that it represents the senti- 
ment of 95 per cent. of this class of men 
who were refused commissions.

SICK EX-SERVICE MEN OF ILLINoIs. 


The Sick and Disabled Ex-Service Mo 
of Illinois, by Myron E. Adams (Fort 
Sheridan Association: Chicago, Ill.), yy 
Adams, who is executive manager of th 
Fort Sheridan Association, has placed jp 
pamphlet form a clear and interesting aq 
ccunt of conditions under which ex-Seryig 


men are being cared for in Illinois, his 
facts being based on_a census made jp 
December, 1920, and January and Febmn. 
ary of 1921 for Henry Blair Keep Pog 
American Legion of Chicago, by John W 
Lyden. ‘The report is an admirable sq. 
vey of the condition of these disabled fo. 
mer soldiers of the World War, and point 
the way to a concrete line of helpfulney 
by the Government, the American Legig 
and the public. 

The volume is accompanied by an jp. 
troduction by Major Gen. Leonard Wood 
US.A., who says that hospitals for th 
insane are not suitable for shell-shocked 
and nervous cases, adding that “alms. 
houses, no matter how well kept, are not 
suitable places for our wounded veterans 
no? are our old soldiers’ homes,” continy. 
ing, “We want to keep alive the spirit of 
the Service. It can best be kept alive by 
prompt and effective recognition of those 
who have served.” 

There is also a foreword by Abel Davis, 
chairman of the national hospitalizatig 
committee of the American Legion. 

Mr. Lyden, day after day, for two 
months, went through all the hospitals of 
Illinois. He talked with the soldier pp- 
tients individually, listened to their stories, 
heard their complaints, talked with nurses, 
physicians, welfare workers, local repre 
sentatives of the Legion and others. The 
impression he gained was that the arrange. 
ments made for the soldier patients were 
of a temporary character. The Gover- 
ment is. very slow in paying for hospital 
care and very exacting on detailed finan- 
cial reports, the slightest mistake often 
holding up entire payments for long peri- 
cds, he reported. 


















THE AMERICAN FIELD SERVICE. 


Memorial Volume of the American Field 
Service in France—“Friends of France” 
—1914-1917, edited by James W. D. Sey- 
meur (American Field Service: Boston, 
Mass.). Here are contained short biogra- 
phies of those who served with the Field 
Service in France and who died for the 


great cause. No attempt is made to eulo- 
gize them unduly nor to dilate upon their 
great achievements, but merely to sketch 
their lives, to touch on their ideals and 
beliefs, to express something of their 
dreams and finally to tell of the circum- 
stances under which they completed their 
final task and then lay down to rest. 

A short biography, together with a 
photograph of each of the 128 gallant men 
whe gave up their lives overseas while 
engaged in the work of aiding others, tells 
graphically and appealingly their indi- 
vidual stories. The facts were obtained 
either from relatives, from comrades who 
served with them, or from others. 

The plan to prepare such a volume 
originated with A. Piatt Andrew, who 
held the rank of lieutenant colonel in the 
World War and who was Chief of the 
Field Service in France. He believed that 
each biography, while complete in itself, 
should be part of a whole which would set 
forth the purpose and vigor of thought 
that animated all the members of the Field 
Service, and this belief Mr. Seymour has 
portrayed in admirable fashion. 





COL. BROWN ON ARMY RATIONS. 


Col. W. C. Brown, U.S.A., is the au- 
thor of an article on “The Army Ratio2, 
Old and New,” which appears in the No- 
vember-December issue of The Quarter- 
master Review. 

The author considers, in turn, the vari- 
ous forms of rations issued by the War 
Department to troops, whether in garrison 
or in the field. These include the garri- 
son, travel, field, reserve and emergency 
ration, the component parts and quanti- 
ties contained in each, and their food 
value. The Army ration, in peace, has & 
nutritive value of approximately 4,607 
calories, but the reserve ration, with a nu- 
tritive valu e of only about 3,000 calories, 
would be ample, Colonel Brown asserts, 
“for almost always the Q.M. Corps has 
scmething to add to it.” Actually, the 
provosed reserve ration will have a nutri- 
tive value of about 3,342 calories. 

Referring collectively to the Army ra- 
tions now issued, he says, “Compare 
these with the relative meager rations 
of the Revolutionary War, the War 
with Mexico, the Civil War and the In- 
dian campaigns. And when we recall the 
rations issued in the foreign armies with 
which we have been so recently allied, and 
bear in mind not only what was done by 
evr own forces in the distant past a 
what we have so recently seen accom- 
plished in the World War, we are forced 
io the conclusion that the American Army 
is by no means underfed.”

Major Gen John F. Morrison, U.S8.A., 
who retires for age Dec. 25, 1921, after 
more than forty-five years’ service, will be 
tpe last officer of the Army to retire for 
age this year. His last assignment to 
duty was in command of the 4th Corps 
Area with headquarters at Fort McPher- 
son, Ga. General Morrison was born in 
New York Dec. 25, 1857, and is a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1881, when 
he was assigned to the 20th Infantry. On 
the entrance of the United States into the 
World War, General Morrison was in 
command of Fort William McKinley, P.I., 
aud returned to the United States to com- 
wand the 30th Division at Camp Sevier, 
Ga. He was ordered to France on a tour 
of information and upon his return was 
made director of military training, later 
commanding the 8th Division at Camp 
Tremont, Calif., and the Western Depart- 
ment. He participated in the campaign 
against Santiago, Guba, during the Span- 
jsh-American War and was in the field 
quring the Philippine Insurrection. In 
addition to duty with troops General Mor- 
rison has served on the General Staff, as 
instructor and assistant commandant of 
the Army Staff College and School of the 
Line, ani as military attaché with the 
Japanese army. General Morrison is a 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School (in 1885) and the Army War Col- 
lege. He was appointed brigadier general 
a. 1915, and major general May 
15, 1917.

In the short period of time that transpired 
between the Senate’s adjournment after rejec- 
tion of Major Peck’s nomination of promotion 
to lieutenant colonel, and the c.nvening of 
Congress in regular session Dec. 5, the War 
Department set in motion the promotions re- 
leased by raising of the Peck bloc. Major 
Peck retains his number (1069) on the pro- 
motion list, although those below him to in- 
clude No. 1158 have gone over his head to 
grade of lieutenant colonel.

In connection with Par. 5, Oir. 807, W.D., 
1920 (Enlistments and re-enlistments under the 
act of Congress approved June 4, 1920), as 
amended by Oir. 377, 1920, outlining 
the plan for determining what constitutes an 
“original enlistment” and a “re-enlistment,” the 
following additional instructions will govern in

COAST GUARD HEARINGS 
BEFORE JOINT COMMITTEE. 


At the conclusion of the hearings be- 
fore the Joint Committee of Congress on 
the adjustment of service pay accorded the 
Coast Guard representatives, Chairman | 
Wadsworth stated frankly that there | 
should be some legislation to increase the | 
flow of promotion in the Coast Guard.

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury |

letter was submitted to the committee |

The situation would be such that we/| 
could not do it. The thing that the Coast 
Guard people and everybody connected 
with it ought to give their attention to is 
to get Congress, if possible, to increase 
the rate of promotion; becaues the situa- 
tion now is impossible. It is a shame 
that any service should suffer from dry 
rot of this kind.”

DFVELOPMENT OF AIRCRAFT 


FOR NAVY FIRE CONTROL. | 


Emphasis is placed upon the importance 
of aircraft in spotting gunfire in the re- 
port of Rear Admiral William A. Moffett, 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy 
Department. 4 

The Admiral says, “the value of naval 
aireraft to the fleets has been demonstra- 
ted in spotting gunfire, in scouting and in 
bombing,” but it is evident, from scanning 
the report, that during the past year spe- 
cial efforts have veen made to aevelop a 
system of fire control from airships. A 
type suitable for spotting work is now be- 
ing developed. On this subject Admiral 


Moffett says: 

“As a result of competition among the 
aircraft manufacturers of the United 
States a type of plane suitable for spot- 


ting work is being developed, the award | 


having been made to the winner of this 
competition, the Dayton-Wright Co., and 
they are now engaged in producing the 


| first plane of this type.” 


Establishment of Bureau of Aeronautics. 


Conditions in the Air Service prior to 
June 30, 1921, Admiral Moffett describes 
as lacking “of co-ordination and especially 
trying in the endeavor to promote naval 
aviation. This condition continued until 
Sept. 1, 1921, when the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics was established. in the Navy De- 
partment.”

“The signicance of the catapult develop- 
ment,” says Admiral Moffett, “lies in the 
fact that it is now possible to provide ships 
of the fleet with fighting airplanes as an 
answer to the menace of bombing aircraft. 
The best defense from aerial bombs is cou- 
sidered to be the small fighting airplane, 
which can be shot into the air at a mo- 
ment’s notice from a ship’s catapult and 
sent afloat to shoot down the attacking 
bombers, which will be necessarily slow 
and cumbersome weight carriers, and, as 
such, extremely vulnerable to attack by 
planes of the combat type.” 


Private Enterprise Must Be Encouraged, 


Admiral Moffett expresses the convic- 
tion that aeronautics can be developed 
only by encouraging private enterprise. 
He expresses the belief that the Govern- 
ment should do everything that it can to 
stabilize the aviation industry. “The Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics,” the Admiral con- 
tinues, “realizes that the Government 
should do everything practicable to en- 
courage and to stabilize the aviation in- 
dustry of the United tates. It is well un- 
derstood that the risk involved to private 
concerns of experimental development has 
worked a hardship. In so far as may be 
possible, the naval aircraft factory will 
be employed for the prosecution of experi- 
mental development. Actual production at 
the factory will be almost negligible. The 
Bureau of Aeronautics desires not to com- 
pete with commercial concerns, but to co- 
operate with them.”
